RALEIGH, N. C., Nov. 23.—“The primary 
cause of the defeat of Senator Sherman for 


the Presidentia] nomination in 1888 was the 
failure of the Committee on Resolutions of 
the National Republican Convention to in- 
sert in the platform a declaration in favor 
of prohibition or squarely against the 
liquor traffic, such as would have secured 
the cheerful and hearty co-operation of the 
prohibition and temperance peors through- 
out the United States,” said J. C. L. Har- 
ris of this city.

He said that the 
temperance people were pretty generally 
for Sherman, and that even after their 
defeat in the Committee of Resolutions,

MAIL, CLERKS’ PENSION FUND. 


A New Feature to Be Added to the 
Insurance Association. 


! 

The railway mall clerks who make their 
headquarters in St. Louis are discussing the 
advisability of adding a pension feature 
to their insurance society, the Mutual Ben- 
efit Association. 


Arthur McIntire, one of the clerks in thé 
St. Louis office, visited Mr. Hammerstein, 
Auditor of the School Board, a few * 
ago to get detailed information about the 
teachers’ pension system authorized by the 
last session of the Legislature. A like plan 
may be adopted by the mail clerks. 

Repeated efforts have been made by the 
mail clerks to get through Congress a pen- 
sion bill for the benefit of men maimed in 
the service or enfeebled by — years uf 
active work. Every attempt has failed 
on account of the prejudice against a 
civil pension List. 

The St. Louls clerks decided to establish 
@ private pension fund, independent of 
the Government as the insurance society. 

Railway mall clerks who are injured in 
wrecks, and they are legion, receivé pay 
for six months from the Government, and 
then if they are unfitted to return to work 
they are — — from the rolls. 

They may have lost their hands and feet 
in the line of duty, but nevertheless Uncle 
Sam discharges them after six months. 

The mall clerks’ insurance society pays 
$2,000 death benefits and half of the 7,000 
clerks in the country belong to it. 

As yet the pension scheme is wholly un- 
developed.

“NONE OF QUINLAN’S AFFAIR. | 


That Complaisant Contractor Was 


Ready to Charge a Suit of 
Clothes as Beef. >

The acting Mayor refuses to say what will 
be done, but it is evident that he means 
usiness. 
a “To say now what I intend doing,” he 
said, would be like a judge delivering an 
0 Anion in advance. I am only waiting tor 
the written opinion of the City Counselor. 
When it is given if I find that Wagner has 
been wrong in doing what we has I will 
act in a way that will leave no doubt in 
the public mind as to how I feel about it. 4 


It looks now as if Wagner is destined to 
experience a good deal of trouble in ex- 
plaining how it was that chickens were 
supplied him by the city contractors while 
no such articies of food were entered on the 
bills. The law does not — that 
such articles of food shall be zupplied co the 
prisoners, and when the contracts were let 
no such items were included in the list. 

But “Butch” Wagner was a little exclu- 
sive in his tastes. Beef was all very well in 
its way, but he had handled so much of it 
that it had palled on his appetite. Chickens 
wee more to his liking, so chickens he must 

have, and the city, of-eourse, was called 
upon to pay for them. 

In his interview with Acting-Mayor Nagle 

agner admitted that chickens had been 
supplied for his table and in the bills had 
been charged as beef. 

When pressed to know why this had been 
done the big Jailer wriggied uneasily in his 
chai said: “That was merely an ir- 

larity. I thought I had a right to eal. 
chicken if I wanted to, and if the man who 
supplied it saw fit to charge it to the beet 
account I don’t see why I should be blamed. 
That is the butcher's fault, not mine.’ 

The Mayor was not satisfied with this ex- 
planation and insisted upon knowing why 
as much as $4.20 had been paid for fou 
chickens: 

“Isn't that a pretty good price?“ asked 
hig honor. „ 

Well, now, I don’t know much about the 
rices of chickens, was the answer, for | 
ayen’t been in the business lately. You 

see, I don't pey much attention to thos 
things mysel My clerk looks out for the 
bills, and 1 guess he will see that the city 
isn’t robbed 

When W agner emerged from the Mayor's 
Office after this interview he was very red 
in the face and he was evidently in an ugly 
frame of mind. He refused to discuss the 
matter for publication, intimating that he 
believed he could attend to his own busi- 
ness without outside interference. 

Mayor Nagle said he had referred the mat- 
ter to the City Counselor, and that he 
would press the investigation as soon as 
that official reported his opinion. 

James Quinlan of the firm of James Quin- 
lan & Son, the Union Market butchers, who 
supply the jail with meat, admits that he 
had been in the habit of supplying chickens 
charging them as beef. 
don’t see anything particularly wrong 
in that, he said. “If the jailer wants t 
eat chicken that is his look-out, not ours 
Why, so far as I know the same thing has 
been going on for years. Every institution 
in the city, as I understand it, does the 
game thing. It is just like this: The terme 
of our contract with the city stipulates that 
we shal] supply the jail with beef, muttor 
pork and veal. Not a word is said apout 
chickens, turkeys or game. As a conse- 
quence we can only charge such things as 
our contract calls for. If we charge any- 
thing else we probably would not be paid 
for it. 

“We never ask any questions. When the 
Superintendent of any institution like the 
ail wants anything we go and get it for 

im and ask no questions. That is for him 
to settle with the authorities. 

“If he wanted a suit of clothes I suppose 
it would be our place to get it for him.” 

Would that be charged to beef, too?“ 

“Why, of course; we would have to 
charge it to that account.“ 

“But isn't that practically taking money 
from the city under fee pretenses ?’’ 

“Oh! I don’t know. is not a matter 
that concerns us at all. We are willing 
to fill any orders we get, and it is all right 
so long as we get our pay for what we 
supply. Wagner is the man Who must-an- 
ewer for all that.’
